AN ACT to amend section 1554 of the statutes, relating to the
sale of intoxicating liquors.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senatic and
assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Seetion 1554 of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 1554. 1. When any person shall, by excess’ve drinkinz
of intoxicating liquors, misspend, waste, or lessen his estate so
as to expose himself and family to want. or the town, city. vil-
lage or county to which he belongs to liab’lity for the support
of himself or family, or so as thereby to injure his health, en-
danger the loss thercof or to endanger the personal safety and
comfort of his family or any member thereof, or the safely of
any other person, or the security of the property of any other
person, or when any person shall, on account of the use of in-
toricating liquors, become dangerous to the peace of any com-
munity, the wife of such person. the supervisors of such town.
the aldermen of such eity or trustees of snch village. the county
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superintendent of the poor of such county, the mayor of any
city, the chairman of the counly board of supervisors of suckh
county, the district attoriney of such county, or any of them may,
in writing signed by her, him or them, forbid all persons * *
* to sell or give away to such person any ardent, spirituous or
intoxicating liquors or drinks for the space of one year and in
like manner may forbid the selling, furnishing or giving away
of any such liquors or drinks to such person by any * * *
person in any other town, eity or village to whiech such person
may resort for the same.

2. And the wife of such pcrson the supervisors of any town,
the aldermen of any city, * * * the trustees of any vil-
lage, the county. superintendent of the poor of such county, the
mayor of any city, the chairman of the county board of super-
visors of such county, or the district attorney of such county,
may, by a notice made and signed as aforesaid, in like manner
forbid "all persons in such town, city or village, * * * to
sell or give away intoxicating liquors or drinks to any person
given to the excessive use of such liquors or drinks, specifying
such person, and such notice shall have the same force and effect
when such specified person is a non-resident as is herein pro-
vided when such specified person is a resident of said town, eity
or village.
